«mployiog of Chinese could not be made 
au uffleoc* against the act. even if aec- 
; tion 4 of the same act contained the 
word Chinaman. The Superior Court 
l concurred la the decision of Juatieo 
Drake, ami the conviction was quashed. 

I Mr. Luxton argued that this was an 
identical case. Section 23 of the act 
states that no person shall be employed 
in any coal mine longer than eight hours, 
which shall mean from bank to bank, 
bnt section 12 of the act, which err*tee 
offence* against said act, doe* not con¬ 
tain the clause making the working of 
over eight hours a violation of the act. 
consequently the decision of the Superior 
Court which applied to Hex va. Little 
would apply to the present case at issue. 
The tame mistake in the framing of this 
eight-hour law has been made ga was 
done in the one excluding Chinese from 
underground, namely, that section 12 of 
the act should contain a clause making 
it an offence against the act by working 
over eight hour* in aoy coal mine.
